A WONDERFUL OAVERN.

Hivaling Luray aud Hurpasslog the Mam-
moth, of Kentuohy,

To Tae Epitor of Tug Timks:
teen miles from Hadford, on the New
River division of the Norfolk and
Western rallroad, near the confluence
of Montgomery, Pulaski and (3lles
countles, stands a huge wooded bluff,
which like a sentinel guards the rlver
on the north and is ealled Spruco moun-
tain, In the southern portion of this
mountain there I8 an entranco to an im-
mense cavern, which could be plalnly
seen from the cara buf for the trees and
overhanging brush. Kor sught that is
known this cave has never flgured In
song and story, nos oven fn the logal
press.

The mighty hand which chanmneled
New river at this polat, lined is with
beeiling crags and sowering esoarp-
ments. Evidently some convulslion of
naturn later separated the rocks in
Spruce mountsin, forming a cavern of
ample proportions; one whioh when
brought befure the eyes of the public
will constituto one of the wonders of
Southwest Virginia,

It has been explored for the distance
of a mile and contsins Bome enormous
chambers, rivaling in grandeur and
beauty the Caverps of Luray, and the
Mammoth Cave, of Kentucky. The
property has been optioned by De. 0. C,
Wingo, of Newburn, and it is propased
to bridge the river at Berton, a distance
of 500 teet, and construct a oable bridge
from the opposite side to the mouth of
the cave.

The first room, 30x40 feot, will be
made a rocontion apartmens, snd the
second, 40x70 feet, a ballroom, the whole
to be liluminased by eleciricity. Afior
passing through the ballroom, the on-
trance to tke third room e called the
*bull's eye,” being Lhe smallest eon-
trancs batween any of the rooms. Inthe
third room $he formations commence,
conslsting of glittering stalsctites and
hooded stalagmlites, resembling Egyp-
tian gods. In the centre of thls room
there (s u Apring, whose wators are as
pure as those that flowed from the Cas-
tilian fount or gurgied from the base of
Hippocrene.

Other apariments follow, filled with
columns mora besutiful than Dorle,
Gothic or Corinthian architecture.

In one room amid magnificent forma-
tlons requiring centurios to bulld atands
8 hugn corrugated pillowealied * Lot's
Wite ™

As we proceeded room after room
opened up in imperial splendor and
calcarcous pendants like Icicles, yel-
lowed by ten thousand years, hung
from the ocellings ‘'form-d by the magic
lingers of the drop«,” unique and beauti-
ful. Gulfs aim - fatuomiess open shefr
mouths here and there, down which the
loosened rock plunges untll ita far-off
echoes beeomes fainter and fainter like
the dyingroll of thunder {n thedistance.
In gazing upon these wonders shoughta
wild, drear and shadowy swept over my
souljiike spzeters v'er tha wizard's magie
wlass or thunder-clouds o’er vhe blue
wators of the acep.

('né room nearly three-fourths of a
mile from the entrance deserves special
notlce. It in about 100 yards long with
8 rugged and bioken celling varylng
from fifry to seventy foet high. This
has been named the organ room, os at
ita furtber end there Ia a splendid burat
of sinlsctites resembling o plpe organ
or probably more like a frezan water
fall. The overhanging formations are
mostly flat, hollow and wrinkled and
when struck give forth & melodious
sound Iltke & chime of bells. This is
truly 8 marvelous chamber and as the
writer flashed his light a% the ceillngs
above he wes reminded of ons of Dore’s
pictures of Dante's Infarno without she
‘‘flery blasts of hell with resiless fury
driviog the spirits on.”

Nearly a mile from the entrance a
Bironm crosses the cavern. It rises in
the heart of the mountain snd is BUp-
posed to empty near the residence of J.
K. Goodwin,

The writer did not go as far as the
guide (Mr. J. J. Cook) would have me
go, for damp ordors and visions of
Stygisn poo!s and entrances closing be-
hind us made us forbear. Wa wers glad
to get back in the open air; to ses tho
river lowing through castsllsted moun-
taing, and thinking in regaid to the
cave of the beautiful lines of snother:

Thero 18 sn 0ld saying, ** As stupld os o
goosy,"* but the following story, well nu-
thontieated, of o gouse that Tived more
than 100 years ago proves that a stuplid
gonse is enpablo of one of tho highest of
virtues, pratitude,

This goose was ones saved by the house
dog from the attack of o fox, and from
thint timoe it sttached Itself In the stronmess
and most affectionate manner o the dug.
It woull never quit the kennel, oxeept for
tho purpose of feeding, when it would pe-
turn ngain fmaediately, It always sat Ly
tho dog, but never presumod to go lnto
the konnel, except in rulny  weather,
Whenover tho dog barked tho goose would
cackly and run ot the person she supposed
tho dog intended to attavk, and try to bite
his heols.  Sometimes she would attempt
to feed with hor friend, but this tho dog,
who treated his faithful companion rathor
with indifferonce, would not allow.

The goosn wonld not go to roost with
tho others at night unless drivon by mnin
foreo, and when, in the morning, sho was
turned into the fleld, she would not pass
through the yard gate, but would take up
her position st the side of the kennel, At
Inst ordors were given that sho should not
bo molested,  Boing thus left to herself,
gho ran about the yard with him all night,
aud what is even moero oxtraovdinary,
whenover the dog went out of the yard
and van into the streot the goose always
accompanled him, contriving to Keop up
with him by uslug both feet and wings.
In this way, running aml 1lying, sho fol-
lowed hlm all over the village.

This extraordinary affvetion of the goose
for the dog continued till his death, two
yonrs after the rescue.  While the dog was
HL the govss uever quitied him day or
night, even to eat, and it was foared that
shu wonld starve to denth. 2o orders were
given that a pan of coen should be set ey
ary day cluse to the kennel. At this timoe
the goose generally sng inside the kennel,
and would not allow sny one to approach
it, except the person who hrought tho dog’s
or her own food.

The sud of this feithful bicd was molan-
choly, for, when the dog died, she still
kopt possession of the kennol, and another
house dog being introdused, which, in
size and color, ressmblod that lately lost,
the poor goose was unhappily deceived,
and, golni into the kennel, as usual, the
now ocoupint seized her by the neck and
killed her.—Brooklyn Kagloe.
